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Misao Tatewaki** A new species of Tricyrtis 


Tricyrtis Makinoana Tatewaki, sp. nov. Herba perennis. Caulis pu- 
berulus 30-70 cm longus. Folia alterna late elliptica oblongo-ovata Vel ovata7-9ner- 
via apice subito acuminata basi amplexicaulia margine ciliolata supra glabra sub- 
tus praesertim in nervis brevi-puberula. Flores terminali 2-5 in subcorymbosa laxe 
dispositi, pedicellis 1.5-2.5 Iongis pendunculisque dense puberulis pilis glandulosis 
immixtis. Perianthium campanulatum flavum punctatum ca.2.5 cm longurn, seg- 
mentis obovato-lanceolatis basi succatis extus parce puberulis, exterioribus 2-3 cm 
Iongis 8 mm latis, interioribus angustioribus ca. 6 mm latis. Filamenta perianthia 
subbreviora basi puberulis, antberis ca. 2 mm Iongis. Ovarium glabrum ca. 1 cm 
longum, stilis ca. 5 mm Iongis stigmatibus subaeqantis. Capsula 2-3 cm longa 5-7 
mm lata.

Remarks. The present species is closely related to Tricyrtis iatifolia jMaxim., 
but it differs from the latter by the puberulous stem and the puberulous nerves on 
the under side of leaves.
